NEWS EMBARGO. 
PITIABLE CONDITION OF THE CORRESPONDENTS. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.| 

Lonpon Orrice or Tue Cuicaco Tris- 
ung, Sauispury Street, W. C., June 20.— 
The movement of the Russian army con- 
tinues. The troops are massing at the 
points indicated in my last dispatch. Orders 
have been issued prohibiting the send- 
ing of any news whatever for forty- 
eight hours, and the correspondents are 
on the verge of despair. Copies of 
the London papers recently reached the 
Russian headquarters, containing more in- 
formation regarding the construction and 
disposition of the Russian forces than the 
Grand Duke cares to have known, and the 
present prohibition is in consequence. It is 
plain to see that news in advance re- 
garding the movements of the troops, 
telegraphed to London, can easily be 
retransmitted to the Turks by their agents 
here, thus spoiling whatever secret move 
may be in contemplation. The present em- 
bargo cannot last long, and when the Danube 
is crossed it will be removed, and the out- 
side world once more know what is going on.

MONTENEGRO. 
A “GLORIOUS VICTORY.”’ 

Crrrirx, June 20.—Yesterday the Turks 
occupied the Village of Martinezi, the Montc- 
negrins retiring tothe heights above without 
resistance. To-day the Turks attempted to 
move towards Danilograd, but were attacked by 
the united forces of Petrovics. Plaminatz, and 
Thekutchi. After a desperate struggle of five 
hours the Turks were 

DRIVEN BACK 
to Spuz, abandoning their camp and baggage to 
the Montenegrins. Petrovics telegraphe that he 


-has captured a tenth of their horses, arms, col- 


ors, and achieved the most glorious victory of 
the campaign. 

Suleiman Pasha remains in his positions at 
the head of the Valley of Zetta, watched by 
Gen. Vakovics on onc bank of the river and the 
Prince of Montenegro on the other.

IN ASIA. 

RECENT TURKISH DEFEATS. 
Lonxpox, June 21.—Both the Russians and 
Turks claim avictory in a battle fought on Sat- 
urday near Delibaba. But the circumstance 
that Ahmed Pasha, President of the local 
Council of War, left Erzeroum S8upn- 
day with three battalions who pushed 
forward by forced marches to Delibaba 
is thought so show that the Turks suffered se- 
rious reverse. All accounts agree that the 
Turks fell back to Delibaba. It is thought the 
battle was fought in the neighbarhood of Zude- 
kan. 

A Russian official telegram dated Mazra, 
June 20, says: ‘‘ Kars responds but feebly to 
Russian artillery flre.“ : 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 20.—The Minister of 
the Interior has received a telegram announcing 
that a body of Kurdish cavalry is blockading 
15,000 Russians in Bayazid. Even the Turks 
doubt this news and have not published it of- 
ficially. 

The Russian official telegram only records a 
trifline successful skirmish in this direction 
June 17. 

BADLY USED UP. 

Lowpox, June 20.—A special from Delibaba 
confirms the report that the Turks suffered a 
severe defeat in Saturday’s battle. The en- 
gagement commenced at 6 in the morning 
and lasted till noop. The Turks were out- 
flanked by ouble artillery, and their 
discomfiture was completed by a cavalry 
charge on both sides. The Turks fought with 
great heroism, but their ammunition tailed. 
They were overwhelmed by artillery fire direct- 
ed from a position which raked their whole 
front. The Turks lost 350 prisoners, and 1,000 
killed and wounded. Moukbtar Pasha is still 
in a critical position at Khorem Dazee. 


GENERAL. 
CONCENTRATING AT SIMNITZA. 
Loxponx, June 20.—Correspondents report 
that the Russians are active in the country 
bounded east and west by the Rivers Vede and 
Aluta.

A BIG KRUPP. 

Sr. Pererssoure, June 2.—The Russian Gov- 
ernment has purchased the monster Krupp gun 
made for the Philadelphia Exhibition. Its des- 
tination is unknown, but there is talk of placing 
it upon a vessel at Nikolaieff and using it 
against the Turkish ironclads in the Black Sea. 

A HARD BARGAIN. 

BERLIN, June 20.—The terms demanded bv 
Mendelssohn & Co. for the loan to Russia have 
caused serious disappointment at St. Peters- 
burg. The Russian Minister of Finance is 
much censured for agreeing to them. The 
transaction is reported to have provoked the 
Czar’s personal displeasure.

A correspondent writes to us from on the 
Danube, under date May 14: Tho the prog- 
ress of the Russians seems to be impeded by the 
great volume of waterinthe Danube, which has 

eatly overflowed its banks, and they have not at- 
— to cross, anarchy prevails in force in the 
greater part of the northeast of the Dobrudja, 
despite the efforts ohe local authorities. When 
the Russianstook possession of Galatz and Braila, 
tne Governor of Tultcha, fearing, I presume, a 
bombardment of the town, gave notice that he 
could no longer guarantee any one's safety, and ad- 
vised that all should retire from the town. 
as in the event of the Russians crossing 
the river it would be set on fire and the 
country made a desert before them. A panic 
ensued, and a general stampede at once set in, of 
which the Circassians Were not slow to avail them- 
selves, beginning to plunder on a wholesale plan, 
of which the following letter wil give some idea. 
The Villages of Shukerova and Atmaya named in 
the letter are ut a short distance from Babadagh, 
in the heart of the forest, and are occupied princi- 
pally by German colonist:. My friend, who re- 
sides at Shukerova, writes tome under date May 
8: Tou wished to know how we are, and what 
has happened here. It can be told in a few words: 
‘Bad, very bad!’ On the lst Atmaya 
was robbed, Shukerova on the 2d. Tartars and 
Circassians came down in large numbers on 
our poor little village, and took away horses, 
carts, harness, clothes,—in fact, nothing escaped 
them; boxes even were taken out of the earth. 
where we hoped to have hidden them. ‘The rob- 
bers then quarreled over the division of our Nttie 
property, while we were obliged to look quietly 
on. Many fled to Atmaya, the rest to the forest. 
It was certainly a hard lot -to be obliged to remain 
all night in the woods in the rain and wind, with- 
out any roof but the sky, many with little chil- 
dren, tormented wita the fear of death, and with 
not a morse! of bread toeat. It seemed as if we 
were to be utterly destroyed. Now it isa little bet- 
ter. Nearly all the carts and horses have been given 
back, out clothes, rugs, etc., the robbers are not 
willing to restore. No one has been Killed but old 
Latzer. Onthe 3d he went out with others to the 
pasture to watch the cattle; his horse came home 
alone, and the next day it was found that he had 
been shot in his own ground. Though, thank God, 
as yet in good health, our hearts are full of anxiety 
ro | fear. In my own neighborhood village after 
village has been deserted, and the cattle and sheep 
left to wander over and destroy the growing crops, 
which otberwiee would give the promise of an 
abundant harvest. In some cases the inhabitants of 
several adjacent villages are collected together in 
one for greater safety and mutual protection. The 
Matessariff of Tultcha, however, dispatched several 
detachments of cavalry witn orders to hunt down 
the Circassians, and, asintwo or three instances 
they have been roughly nandled, I hope that in fu- 
ture they will remain more quiet. What founda- 
tion there may be for the supposed intention of the 
Turks to lay the country waste, I cannot, of course, 
say. The impression is, however. uviversal among all 
classes, and it appears so utterly unjustifiable and 
useless, and will involve such a fearful destruction 
of private property, including the works of the En- 
glish railway company at Kustendjie, that I think 
it calls for an energetic protest on the part of the 
various Embassies at Constantinople, without for- 
getting the stronger claims of humanity, which 
would be outraged by the unnecessary suffering 
and deaths which would be caused by the inevitable 
exposure that would ensue to thousands. 

_ PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 
Correspondence New York Times. 

Bucwanrgest, May 28.—At this very moment ne- 
gotiations are on foot, in Berlin, through the in- 
strumentality of Prince Bismarck, between En- 
gland and Russia, fora settlement of the Eastern 
question. based on the following grounds: For the 
present, at least. the Russian army will take up its 
position along the left bank of the Danube, but 
will not attempt the passage until after the result 
of the operations against Kars and Erzeroum 
be decided, after which proposals will be 
entertained from Turkey involving a rectifica- 
tion of the Russo-Turkish frontiers in Asia Minor, 
with a cession of some of the Caucasian territory 
by the Porte, and a solemn promise of reforms in 
Bulgaria. This agreed upon, all of the Kussian 
army. except two corps, each of 30,000 men, wil 
be sent home and demobilized, the army of occu- 
pation at present in Roumania, remaining in posi- 
tion along the frontier, until the aforesaid reforms 
be realized and until the Bulgarian contingent of 
30,000 men, which has been organived and is now 
encamped at Piotiesti, be ready to enter the Penin- 
sular of the kans and occupy the principal 
strategic points. 

THE CAPTURE OF ARDAHAN. 

Berwin, June 5.—Russian correspondence from 
the seat of war accounts for the ease with which 
the conquest of Ardahan was effected by the cir- 
cumstance that the attack came from the southeast, 
where the place, by some strange negiigence, is al- 
most undefended. The omission of the Turkish 
engineers is the more remarkable when it is con- 
sidered that, according to the Russian account, the 
southeastern side of the town is commanded by 
hills, on which the Russians planted their guns. 
This and the 60,000 men the Russians had on the 
spot forced the garrison, which was under 15, 000, 
to leave the place. 

THE BULGARIAN LEGION. 

The Grand Duke Nicholas has bestowed upon the 
Bulgarian Legion a ilag displaying the cvat-of- 
arms of the former Kinzdom of Bulgaria, with the 
following inscription: ‘* Forward! with the help 
of Godand the might of the renowned Czar of 
Russia, Alexander. "’ 

CZECHS AND SLAVS. 

The Prague Criminal Court has ruled that as the 
Czechs’ address to the Moscow Slav Committee in- 
volves the crime of high treason, all copies of the 
journals containing it shall be destroyed. The 
Austrian Government have determined not to pros- 
ecute any of the Czech gentlemen who signed the 
address. 

THE FINANCES OF RUSSIA. 
Whitehall Review (London), June 2. 

The payment of the £3, 000, 000 advanced to the 
Russian Government by the bankers Mendelssohn 
& Co. will be made by way of insta)lments—viz. : 
30,000,000 marks in the first fortnight of June, 
15,000,000 in July, and the remainder during 
August and September.

THE TURKISH ARMY. 


ITS STRENGTH, 4RMAMENT, AND ORGANIZATION 
—HOW IT is COMMANDED. 
Correspondence London Times, 

Suum.La, May 23.—According to the most trust- 
worthy information, the present strength of the 
Turkieh Army of the Danube, exclusive of the re- 
serves in course of formation on the other side of 
the Balkans, amounts to 230 battalions of infant- 
ry, seventy-two squadrons of horse, 300 cannon, 
and about 8.000 fortress artillery and engineers. 
ur these, forty-five battalions are stationed at 
Widdin, thirty-six at Rustchuk, sixty-five at 
Shamla, twenty-eight at Varna, and thirty-six at 
Silistria. The remaining — battalions are 
divided between Nicopolis. istova, Turtu- 
kai, the Dobrudscha, and various places of 
more or less — in Danubian Bulgaria 
Now, every battalion, on the average, may be as- 
sumed to contain at least 750 men. The contribu- 
tions from Nish, it is true, are considerably below 
this standard; but, en the other hand, numerous 
Redif battalione have 1,000 men, and even more. 
It will, therefore, follow the total number of 
infantry is about 172, 500, of cavalry—reckon- 
ing 100 to a squadron—7, Accordingly, it 
would scem that the — Danube, includ- 
ing fortress artillery and. eers, is close upon 
200,000 strong. If we now amine the constitu- 
tion of this army with g view to discover the 
relative numbers in it of the various branches of 
the service, a simple arithmetical calculation will 
show that for every 1,000 foot soldiers there are 
two and one-third cannon, and that the proportion 
between foot and horse insisted upon by modern 
military science is not observed. In this respect 
it is required that for every 1,000 foot soldiers 
there shall be three guns, and that the cavalry 
must be from one-ninth to one-eleventh of the 
infantry. Hence it follows that the Tarkish army 
of the Danube is slightly deficient in artillery, and 
very deficient with respect to cavalry. The 
cause of this is exclusively a want of 
money. The Turkish Government have still 
parked at Tophane more than 400 breech-loadiny 
cannon, but they are tying idle for want of 
horses and harness; and there are multitudes of 
men well qualified to be dragoons, but there is no 
money to mountthem. It is true the want of cav- 
airy is partly compensated for by the Circassians, 
who, itis well known, are excellent rough-riders 
— pe — fitted for light service; and, in order 
to add more cuberency to their ranks, they are be- 
ing assembled at Constantinople. Adrianople, and 
Sotia, formed into regiments, and furnished with 
officers from the regular army. The number of the 
regiments will be about twenty-five. But, even 
supposing that these Circassian horsemen arrived 
in time at the seat of war, the Turkish cavairy 
augmented by them would stil) hardly be numerous 
enough to compare with the greatly preponderating 
Russian horse. 

The armament of the Turkish army, as is well 
known, is all that is perfect. The greater num- 
ber of the Redif battalions are provided with 
Martini-Henry rifles, while the rest of the in- 


‘fantry and the Mustafiz, or militia, in course of 


formation, are armed with Snider weapons. The 
guns of the artillery are mostly of the Krupp 
make; and the cavalry, in addition to sabres, carry 
Winchester carbines. The horses of the latter, 
with the exception of the Arabian regiments. which 
are all well mounted, are but of middling quality. 
As regards drill and training, the Turkish troops 
only partially answer to the requirements of 
modern _ tactics, and the artillery alone 
seems to have had a thorough course of 
practical instruction. The {disadvantages, 
however, attendant on the imperfect training of 
the infantry are partly made up for by the habitua! 
coolness and obedience to orders displayed by the 
Turkish soldier. The cavairy ride badly, and ap- 
pear to have had little training, and, were it not 
that their deficiency in drill is to some extent sup- 
lied by dash and gallantry, they would be ill able 
ndeed to do their duty. 

Organization was always one of the weak points 
of the Turkish army, and this deficiency will make 
itself severely felt during the present war, where 
there is such a want of everything that is indis- 

»nsable in tactical unity and system. Until with- 
4 a few weeks ago there were no divisions, no 
brigades, no regimentseven. The battalions lay 
scattcred avout in their quarters, without often 
knowing from whom they had to receive orders, or 
to whom they should report their doings. itis 
true that, after the declaration of war, divisions 


and brigades were formed; but this measure will 


be seen to have little practical value when it is 
considered that troops and commanders can be, 
and, as a matter of fact, are, changed about at the 
caprice of one superior officer; that in tue Turkish 
army there is no such thing as an organized staff; 
and that the so-called division o: brigace staff is 
usually represented in the person merely of the 
Brigadier or General of Division. 

The moral agencies at work among the Turkish 
soldiers are such as it would be difficult to find 
more perfectly developed in any other Euro 
army. Tue Turkish soldier is fall of enthusiasm 
for the cause be is now called upon to fight for, 
since he knows that it concerns his very existence; 
and to the struggle he brings that intrepid coolness 
which is so necessary to the soldier; he is docile 
and well disciplined; possesses a dauntless valor; 
is tough and enduring when wrestling with the 
— difficulties, and is content with infinitely 
ittle. 

The army is virtually directed from Constanti- 
nople, where all its movements are planned, and all 
orders affecting military action issued, by the so- 
called Council of War. This Council is com- 
posed of a number of Generals, who are mere pub- 
pets in the bands of a few ignorant upstarts, ac- 
cording to whose caprice or command they vote and 
act. The Commander-in-Chicf, Abdul Kerim 
Pasha, is but the mere executor of the will of this 
body ; it cannot be denied that he possesses milita y 
experience, and is gifted with a sharp, judicious 
eye, but he is wholly wanting in those qualities 
which are impenously demanded in tBe present 
crisis of his country, e and the power of 
rapid action. For Abdul Kerim's post at the 

resent momenta man is necessary who, in ad- 
dition to military experience, is possessed of that 
daring energy of character which would incite 
him at decisive moments utterly to disrecard 
the resolutions of the War Council, and enable 
him to pursue and carry out his own independent 
course of action. o the natural incapacity 
of the Commander-in-Chief in this respect must 
be added the circumstance that he is seconded 
by no general staff. Ferik Nahmut Pasha, who 
was appointed Chief of the general staff of the 
army, has taken up his permanent abode in Con- 
stantinople, and is to be found seated at the 
Board of the War Council. His presumable suc- 
cessor, Necizib Pasha, has deen appointed to the 
head of adivision. Thus the ola Commander-in- 
Chief, surrounded only by a set or youths, with- 
out counsel, without assistance, and without sup- 

rt, is completely thrown upon his own resources.

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ST. JOHN’S. , 

Boston, June 20.—A great fire is ragingin St. 
John's, New Brunswick. The last reports received 
say Trinity Church, the Custom- House, and other 
public buildings are gone. The telegraphic wires 
to St. John's are not working, having been de- 
stroyed near the office there. 

New York, June 21—1 a. m.—The Western 
Union Telegraph office in this city has received the 
following service messages about the fire in St. 
Johns, N. B., which have been furnished to the 
press in the absence of direct communication: 

Norra Sipygy, N. B., June 21—12:15 a. m. 
The Sackville office reports from St. John as fol- 
lows: All the pubiic buildings, three principal 
hotels, and all the newspaper offices are burnt. 
About three-fourths of the city is destroyed. The 
fre is stil raging and is beyond control. [The

Baneor, Me., June 21—123:15 a. m. —We work- 
ed with Sussex for à few minutes about one hour 
ago, when the line went down The Sussex 
operator said: The fire in St. John com- 
menced in McKughlin’s boiler works, York 
Point Slip.

St. Jouns, N. B., June 20.—This afternoon at 
half - past 2 a fire broke out in McLaughlin's boiler- 
shop, Portland. A strong northwesterly wind 
was blowing, and, in an incredibly short 
space of time, the flames burst out, carrying 
with them hundreds of houses, stores, and 
lumber-yards. The fire spread rapidly toward the 
business portion of St. John, clearing in its career 
entire streets of buildings. Dock street, Market 
Square, the whole of Prince William and Atwater 
streets, South Side, and a part of tue north side of 
King street, King’s Square, Germain, Canterbury, 
Princess, Dake, Munster, Charoletta, Organe, t* , 
whole of the lower cove district, Sydney and Car- 
marthen street, a portion of Wentworth and Pitt 
streets, in fact the entire city south of Kingstreet, 
including wharves and shipping. 

Among the public buildings destroyed are the 
new Post-Office, valued at $200,000, the Custom- 
House, Victoria Hotel, Academy of Music, 
Dramatic Lyceum, Royal Hotel, Bank 
of New Brunswick, Maritime Bank, 
agencies of the banks of Montreal, 
Nova Scotia, Savings Bank, Victoria School House, 
Grammar School, Trinity Church, St. Andrew's 
Church, Centenary Church, Germain Methodist 
Church, City Hall, the Water Commis- 
sioner’s Ole, the Banking Houses of 
Liman Jones & Co., George Phelps, and 
MacLellan & Co., the Western Union Telegraph 
office, the Daily Teleqraph, Daily Tunes, Globe, 
Freeman, and Watchman newspapers, the news- 
room, all insurance offices, the Ritchie Building, 
ana the law offices.

The Troubles at Oka---The Ship-Laborers’ 
Strike at Montreal Culminates in an 
Emeute, 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MONTREAL, Juge 20.—Everything remains quiet 
at Oka. The police under Col. Arnyot still patrol 
the streets. The village once more presents a 
scene of activity, and almost ail houses deserted 
are again occupied by their inhabitants. Chief 
Joseph is still at Hudson, with thirty-five Indians. 
An interview between him and Col. Arnyot was to 
take place to-day for the purpose of settling the 
dispute. The place of meeting is Sto be on the lake 
back of Hudson in boats. The trial of the eight 
Indians now in jail at St. Scholastique has been 
postponed till Monday. They have not yet ob- 
tained bail. 

The ship-laborers’ strike continues, and culmi- 
nated this morning in a fight between them and the 
police, in which two policemen, Madden and 
Latour, were seriously hurt. The police, being 
reinforced, charged on the crowd with clubbed 
rifles, ‘dispersing them. At noon the _ rioters 
thronged the levee to the number of 500, watching 
the police on sentry, who were protecting the men 
at work on the ships. About 1 o'clock the rioters 
made another attack onthe men. The police at 
once charged the crowd, and again dispersed them, 
but not before the strikers had knocked down and 
kicked one of the ship-laborers. The rioters, 
in moving eff. hooted, yelled, and threw 
stones, one of which struck Sergt. Robinson. in- 
flicting a serious wound on the shoulder and neck. 
The police again charged, and made a number of 
arrests. Tracy, ringleader of tne rioters, in his 
address said that if the police struck them, Then 
blood for blood, for revenge is sweet, saith the 
Lord.“ The reduction in the wages of dock labor- 
ers from 15 to 12% cents per hour was caused by 
the falling off in the shipping trade and the scarci- 
ty of cargoes. Sailors in port are now employed 
in discharging their cargoes, instead of dock labor- 
ers, Great distress is likely to occur among the 
latter. Owing to a scarcity of cargoes, itis stated 
that no more oi the Allan fleet of sailing vessels 
will visit Montreal until fall.

In pursuit of small fish they ron up 
close to the shore, and the fishermen corral them 
by planting stakes at distances nearly two feet 
apart, in a line enclosing a parailelograma mile in 
width, and extended three-quaricrs of a 
mile from shore seaward. As tbe tide 
recedes, the whales find themeelves within this in- 
closure, One of the big whales could swoup down 
a ecore of the stakes by a single darh at them. and 
there is even room for him to dart between with- 
out touching them; yet so cowardly is he that these 
sicndet obstructions enffice to turn him. He will 
rush seaward to within a yard of the fence, then 
wheel in wildadright and dart back toward shore, 
and so aimlessly exhaust himself. while the water

SPECIE PAYMENTS) IN GOLD. 
Tue TRIBUNE some days ago discussed the 


question of the practicability of a resumption 
of specie payments by the Government 
on the first day of January, 
pointed out the serious difficulties in the 
way unless Congress should by legislative 
amendments remove the restraints and re- 
strictions now imposed on private capital.

90 per cent only of circulation. This would 
be an addition of $35,000,000 to the present 
amount of bank circulation, and would lead 
to a general increase of circulation by all the 
banks. The next amendment should be to 
repeal the war taxes imposed by the Govern- 
ment on the banks, which equal 2 per cent 
of the circulation, and make the notes of 
these banks, the means for redeeming the 
circulation being held by the Government, 
receivable for all taxes, including du- 
ties on customs. It is objected by the 
sophistical wiseacre of the Chicago Times 
that this would increase the profits of 
the banks. If the note circulation be not 
profitable there will be none, and it is a ques- 
tion whether the banks shall have a profit on 
circulation or that there shall be no circula- 
tion. 

As an essential and just provision for any 
resumption of specie payments, the free 
coinage of the silver dollar should be re- 
sumed. That is a measure which is de- 
manded by every consideration of justice and 
policy, and indeed of necessity. There can 
be no resumption of svecie payments with- 
out silver. It is perfectly idle to argue that 
there can be a resumption of specie pay- 
ments without the coinage of the silver dol- 
lar; without the silver dollar, resumption 
must take place in gold alone, involving the 
retirement of both the greenbacks and the 
bank notes, amounting to $700,000,000 of 
currency. Resumption must be general,— 
that is, by the country and not by the 
Treasury Department alone,—and for this the 
private capital of the people must be re- 
lieved of the burdens and restrictions which 
prevent it taking action in aid of resumption. 

The Chicago Times hardly makes any 
claim to intelligence on questions of politi- 
cal economy or public policy, and in oppos- 
ing the restoration of the silver dollar to the 
national coinage it can hardly be said to 


| be inconsistent. We are certain, however, 


that nine-tenths of the readers of that paper 
are strongly in favor of the recoinage of the 
silver dollar. The enactment of alaw of 
Congress in October, restoring the old silver 
dollar as a legal tender and providing for its 
free coinage, would have the effect of re- 
storing the value of silver to its ordinary rate, 
and before January, 1879, the silver dollar 
would have a value, as it had for fifty years 
previous to its demonetization in 1873, equal 
to that of the gold dollar, making specie pay- 
ments a matter of course, involving no dis- 
turbance of business, and no contraction of 
currency. A silver dollar would take the 
place of the greenback, and the general 
currency of the country—gold, silver, green- 
back, and bank note—would have an equality 
of value,—the dollarin the one would be 
equivalent to the dollar in either of the 
others. 


THE METHODISTS AND THE SALOON- 
KEEPERS. w 

The Methodist clergymen of this city, in 
wrestling with the question of the sale of 
liquor on Sunday, appear to be no more for- 
tunate than their brethren in other denom- 
inations. As they have now discovered, 
after much discussion upon the necessity of 
closing the saloons on Sunday, there is no 
law by which such a result can be reached. 
The opinion of good lawyers, and good 
Methodist lawyers at that, has been fur- 
nished them, and they find that, under the 
State laws as well as the city ordinances, it 
is not illegal to keep a saloon open on Sun- 
day for the sale of liquor if the front doors 
are closed and the windows are screened. In 


that can be enforced so as to carry out the 
purposes of the Methodist clergymen, how- 
ever anxious the city authorities might be to 
accommodate them. Our Methodist breth- 
ren, however, should not rest upon their 
arms on that account. There is still a large 
and profitable field in which they may 
work, and with a reasonable degree of suc- 
cess, and it is a field in which there will be 
no temptation strong enough to neutralize 
their effort, and no opportunity to withdraw 
from the performance of their duty. There 
are two ways in which they may prevent the 
saloon-keeper from selling liquor on Sunday, — 
at least they Lave no reason to assume they 
cannot until they have exhausted one or the 
other method, and found it unavailing. The 
one method is to send for the saloon-keep- 
ers, have a frank, free talk with them, and 
induce them to close their places on their

REFORMING THE GOVERNMENT SERVICE. 

There is one great advantage about the 
policy of the present Administration in that 
it is so clearly defined that there is no mis- 
taking it. There were just two things to 
which President Hares was distinctly 
pledged in the party platform, in his letter 
of acceptance, and his inaugural address. 
One was an effort to secure pacification of 
the Southern States, and the protection of 
the negroes in their political rights under 
the auspices of the whites among whom they 
live. The other was to purify the Govern- 
ment service and relieve the people of the 
burden of supporting a vast horde of use- 
less officeholders and political dead-beats. 
It is on the issue whether President Hares 
has or has not been faithful to these two 
pledges that the people must divide in mak- 
ing up the popular verdict on his Adminis- 
tration. The treatment of the Southern 
question excited some antagonism among a 
certain class of small politicians who think 
the Republican party cannot live without 
carrying the bloody shirt” as a banner; but 
the Southern policy is becoming still more 
unpopular among the lazearoni, who are now 
persuaded that they will no longer be per- 
mitted to subsist on public patronage with- 
out rendering some service for their pay. 
An Administration which proceeds upon the 
theory that Government business should be 
managed as economically, prudently, and 
conscientiously as private business can find 
no grace among a class of persons who have 


been reared in the belief that Government 


office is a reward for political service, and 
that continued political service while in office 
constitutes a claim for permanent tenure 
without any reference whatever to the neces- 
sities or advantages of the Government. 
These people will never forgive President 
Hayes for his Southern policy, and all on 
account of his civil-service policy. 


Perhaps the most striking example of the 


old system of public patronage that has yet 
been exposed was discovered in the over- 
hauling of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in the Treasury Department. 
Though this Bureau is the most costly in 
the public service, on many accounts one of 
the most important, and employing more 
men and women than any other Burean in 
Washington, it has never been subjected to 
any restrictions by law. Its chief does not 
require to be appointed by the President nor 
confirmed by the Senate; the number of 
employes is not limited, and appropria- 
tions have been determined entirely 
by the relations between the Congress- 
men and the number of friends or 
dependents they have been able to 
provide for. The Bureau has been nothing 
more nor less than an asylum for impecuni- 
ous relatives, political strikers and blowers, 
female dependents, or friends, or mistresses 
of Congressmen and influential politicians. 
However lavish the appropriations, which 
were gauged according to the accommoda- 
tion shown to Congressmen, they were al- 
ways expended before the expiration of the 
term they were to cover; thus, the $2,000,- 
000 appropriated for one year was exhausted 
within seven months. However much the 
Bureau’s work fell off, the number of em- 
ployes was maintained, and at the inaugura- 
tion of President Hares there were nearly 
1,000 men and women (mostly women, we 
believe), notwithstanding a notorious de- 
crease in the labors of the Bureau. By the 
Ist of May the number was reduced to 419; 
since then, fifty-two others have been dis- 
charged, and the Commission which has been 
investigating the Bureau find that ite op- 
portunities for official dead-beating are so 
enormous that it would be better to abolish 
it altogether. 


and efficiency of the Administration ; and 
while, during President Hares’ term, it may 
be kept free from scandal and abuse, there 
remains the opportunity and temptation to 
return to the old order of things under a suc- 
ceeding Administration. The best and most 
thorough method of reforming the civil serv- 
ice is to abolish an office wherever it can be 
done without positive injury to the Govern- 
ment, and this Bureau may be abolished with 
a positive benefit, leaving the printing and 
engraving to be done by contract, and mere- 
ly affixing the Government seal in the Treas- 
ury Department. Of course, it is not in the 
power of President Har to carry the ro- 
form this far; but, if the Congress fairly 
represents public sentiment, it will supple- 
ment the President’s action by legislating the 
Bureau out of existence. Meanwhile, this 
new evidence of the good faith of the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet to provide the retrench- 
ment and correction of abuses which have 
been promised will strengthen the Adminis- 
tration in the confidence of all honest men 
of all parties. | | 


Of the fourth measure proposed by Tue Tan- 
UNE, —the recoinage of the old silver dollar, —it 
will suffice for the present to say that it would drive 
the last dollar of gold out of the country and sink 
all bank and Government notes as far below the 
silver dollar as they are now below the gold dollar, 
and, by impairing the public credit, put off the day 
of specie payment inaefinitely. —Chicago Times. 

It is not often one finds so shallow and ab- 
surd a statement in a public print. The pa- 
per circulation of the country, which is be- 
low the value of the gold dollar, has not 
„driven the last dollar of gold out of the 
country.” Whether it was 5 per cent or 50 
per cent below gold, enough of the latter re- 
mained to perform all the service for which 
it was actually needed, viz. : for the payment 
of duties, interest on the debt, and settle- 
ment of foreign balances in commercial 
transactions. With silver remonetized, all 
the gold will stay in the country 
for which there is actual need. 
The part not required in business will 
be exchanged for other property. The re- 
monetizing of mlver will enhance its value 
by increasing the demand for it; the law of 
supply and demand will operate in this case 
as certainly as in all others. Decrease the 
demand for. gold and increase it for silver, 
and the tendency must be to raise the value 
of the latter and lower that of the former. 
The superficial sophist of the Times may 
not be able or willing to comprehend this 
simple fact, but other people are not so 
weak-minded or perverse as to deny it. As 
silver is specie when notes are redeemed in 
silver, and debts paid in it, and purchases 
made with it, there will be specie pay- 
ments; consequently it is nonsense for the 
Times’ sophist to talk of putting off ths 
day of specie payments indefinitely ” when 
silver money becomes general. 


The Grand Jury which closed its labours on 
Monday last indicted Capt. HickEy on a charge 
of renting certain premises owned by him to 
the man WEBSTER, to be used as a house of 
prostitution.

In a 
majority of cases the premises are rented 
for these illegal purposes because of 
the large additional rents obtained, and 
because payment of the rent is either ob- 
tained in advance or amply secured. The persons 
who occupy these premises follow criminal 
business; they prey on the victims who may be 
trapped into their dene. The money they re- 
ceive’ is dishonestly obtained, and they can 
afford to pay rents which persons in honest 
business cannot afford to pay. It was, we re- 
peat, unfortunate that the Grand Jury, com- 
posed of thorough business men and themselves 
landlords, was not able to indict the wealthy 
and reputable owners of all the buildings and 
rooms rented for gambling and prostitution 
which are to be found in the very heart of the 
business quarters of the city. The Grand Jury 
now in session might take up this subject just 
where the last Grand Jury left it, so that at the 
August term, in addition to Hicksy and 
WEBSTER, there will be a goodly and a numer- 
ous array of landlords for trial who are deriv- 
ing extraordinary incomes from the premises 
they rent to gamblers and prostitutes.

profit thereon. As the day for 
specie resumption in gold draws near, 
the banks must have either greenbacks or 
gold with which to redeem their notes. If 
the Government redeem the greenbacks in 
gold and retire them, then the means within 
reach of the banks will be confined to gold. 
It is impossible for the Government to keep 
paper money at par unless the same be re- 
deemable on demand. The Government can 
only obtain gold from customs duties, and 
this is needed to pay interest on the debt. 
To reissue the greenbacks, it must sell them 
at a loss for gold, which gold must be paid 
out next day to redeem the greenbacks. It 
is not reasonable that any sane Aduiinistra- 
tion would attempt to carry on a business of 
that kind. In anticipation of such com- 
pulsory gold resumption, there is not a 
prudently-managed bank but will reduce its 
circulation to the minimum before the day 
of resumption arrives. What, then, will be 
the condition of affairs? The greenbacks 
will be retired, the bank-notes will be with- 
drawn, and the currency of the country will 
be contracted to the comparative small sum 
of gold which can be kept in circulation. 
This gold must serve as the deposits 
of all the banks, savings and commercial ; it 
must be the sole medium of exchange; it 
must serve to pay duties on imports and all 
other taxes; it must serve for all remittances 
to Europe, equaling for commercial pur- 
poses and to pay traveler’s expenses perhaps 
$150,000,000 a year. It must serve as the 
medium for paying all private debts, and all 
business transactions above $5. We insist 
that, with such a demand for gold, no bank 
could begin to keep its notes in circulation. 
Yet banks are essential to commerce. The 
world has not yet discovered a substitute for 
banks or for bank paper, nor has it learned 
to do without them. But under the Resump- 
tion law, as it now stands, specie payments 
will fetire the remainder of the greenbacks, 
and force the withdrawal of all bank paper, 
and such a result, we insist, will involve gen- 
To avoid such a calamity, such a general 
bankruptcy and destruction, we have sug- 
gested that Congress should now furnish the 
legislation necessary to enable specie re- 
sumption without any disturbance of the 
business of the country. For this purpose 
the Banking law should be amended so as to 
enable the banks to maintain their circula- 
tion without loss. They should be required 
to secure their circulation by a deposit of 
bonds, or coin, or both; and should be al- 


moral suasion than they can by 
belligerence and physical compulsion. If 
they can by this same suasion induce 
men to abandon all their sins and lead 
correct lives, they ought not to despair of 
inducing them to give up the only sin that 
prevents them from leading sober lives. 
Now here is an open field of labor for the 
Revs. WILLNWO, McCresnry, Parkuvurst, 
CrarFts, and others, without any politics in 
it, in which they can display their zeal and 
industry. They are personally influential 
men, and they belong to a large and influen- 
tial denomination, and to assume that they 
would not accomplish anything, or even to 
doubt the result of their labors, would be to 
libel their influence. Let them send for the 
saloon-keepers, meet them frankly and cor- 
dially, and talk and reason with them, and 
see if they will not voluntarily agree to close 
their shops on Sunday and give their em- 
ployes an opportunity to go to church. 
Meantime let them demdnd a pledge from 
their own congregations that they will 
abstain from whisky-drinking on Zun- 
day, and induce their friends and 
acquaintances to abstain also. This would be 
a legitimate as well as practical exercise of 
influence. In entering this field, however, it 
will not be worth their while to labor with 
the Germans. - Their view of this question 
differs utterly from that of the American and 
Irish whisky-drinkers. The Germans have 
drunk beer for 2,000 years. They were 
drinking it when Tacrrus wrote about them. 
although it was probably a poor article as 
compared with the modern lager beer which 
the good Christian monks of the Middle 
Ages invented as a spiritual solace in their 
conflicts with sin. All Germans drink it, 
from the Emperor down to the peasant. 
Men, women, and children drink it, and they 
drink it every day in the week, if not 
every hour in the day. A people accus- 
tomed to drink beer for twenty 
centuries without injury to them as a nation 
are not going to be argued into the belief 
that their beer is a poison, or that drinki ng 
itisasin. They know that in physical and 
mental ability, as soldiers and as thinkers, 
they are the peers of any people, and they 
will continue to drink their beer, which is 
healthy and wholesome and does not intoxi- 
cate them, leaving the Americans and Irish 
to their favorite poison. Our Methodist 
brethren might argue a year with the keeper 
of the beer-saloon without convincing him 
that it was improper to sell it, and they 
might argue a lifetime with the drinker 


of beer without convincing him of

morrow. RYANT."’ 

In order that it might not become a matter for 
reporters’ comment that Tweed was receiving fre- 
quent telegrams and correspondence, the name of 
Luke Grant was selected as one under which 
to address him, and on March 29 he received from 
Bryant the following: 

** Buckineuam Hort, March 79. — Lutte Grant, 
70 Ludlow street; Solid. See me at 11 in the 
morning.” 

Sure enough, on the same day you a at 
Ludlow Street Jail with your fidus N Ben, 
ant. This was an interview impressed by Brvant 
on two days, one that I was to know ndotnin 
aboygt, and you never alluded to it yourself until 
sn nently expressed my astonishment to yon 
that I was not informed of your inteution. Then 
you pretended to know nothing about Bryant, 
and had thought he was Tweed's friend. To use a 
vulgarism, tne explanation was 

“TOO THIN.” 

How odd your conduct on this occasion looks 
when contrasted with the high-toned view you ex- 
pressed when Peckham andl first accompanied 
you to the jail, to the effect that you must receive 
everything from Tweed through counsel! Tweed, 
as he informs me, had expected at this interview a 
full exainination. He says you cursorily cast your 
eyes over his mass of oe ape then in a confused 
condition. but manifested no interest except on 
the subject of Senator Woodin and a certain editor 
of a newspaper. At these yon grasped eagerly, and 
took a statement from him in regard to them, 
which you carried off, and by the way, as you have 
not retfirned it, he would be glad to have you do so 
at once. 

The proposition Tweed offered was made as an 

ABSOLUTE CONDITION OF HIS RELEASE. 
He was not an informer tn the ordinary acceptation 
of the word. He made it not te injure auv par- 
ticular individual, bat to save himeelf, as he 
thought, from perpetual imprisonment. It was 
intended for a political sword to be used by any 
one,.and it was prepared, as you well know, utterly 
regardiess of political parties. He was not pleased 
that this interview with you could only assure him 
you wished to 
MAKE POLITICAL CAPITAL. 
He was in your hands, however, and he had to 
submit. But, not content with this interview 
without my knowledge, you called again alone on 
the following day, and carried away some papers 
with — which you have not since returned. 
Tweed cannot particularize them, but would feel 
obliged if you would return them also, ana 
not carry oat your expreseed intention of 
having nothing more to do with Mr. Tweed” 
until vou have done so. On the same day, ae Tweed 
informs me, Bryant called on him, and wrote a 
fuller statement in regard to Senator Woodin and 
the editor mentioned, which was sworn to by 
Tweed, as Bryant told him, by your direction. 
This he carried away with him, as also a very 1 
amount of checks, which, he sald, were needed by 
Mr. O’Conor and you. O' Conor informed me 
the checks were never exhibited to him, and be had 
never asked to see them. and Bryant has said both 
to Tweed and myself, and I believe to others, that 
you and Tilden had had them. 
** SOLID AGAIN.”’ 

On the same day with your last visit to Tweed, 
and after Bryant's departure, Tweed received a 
telegram, of which the following is a copy: 

‘* Granp Union Hore, March 28, 1877. — To Luke 
Grant, 70 Ludlow; Sold again. Accepted and 
secure. (iigned) C. O'B. BUraxr. 

On the 29th of March I received a note from Bry- 
ant from the Grand Union Hotel. The following is 
a copy of that portion of it which associates him 
with you, and furnishes a hint as to what disposi- 
tion was made of the checks and papers taken away 
from Tweed by you and Bryant: 

„ Guan Union, Thursday Evening—My Dear 
Mr. Zownsend: I have a growing assurance that 
you will not be called upon to make out any sched - 
ules of surrender values in our case. The prece- 
dent in Ingersoll’s, and not Woodward's, enlarge 
ment will be the model. Our party has borne his 
punishment, which cannot be repeated. The 
‘surrender values’ afford 80 or an ex- 
cuse that the thing will not be exhibited 
unduly. Yet something fully commensurate is 
necessary, and the fullest information and note 
of the property will be taken of this. The mine is 
a golconda indeed, and our General has taken 
great loads of ore with him to Albany. Thie is all. 
We tly by night. Yours truly, O. OB. . 

I was determined about this time to meet you 
if possible, and accurdingly telegraphed to you at 
Albany, and you replica to me by telezram, dated 
April 2, that yon would be at Duckingham Hotel 
Wednesday morning, which wasthe 4th. I am not 
certain woether you kept your appointment tnat 
day, but I met you there about that time. Our in- 
terview was a short one, and I asked you if 
you really desired Tweed to make a full 
and comprete statement of his association in 
Ring matters, and I stated to you that Tweed was 
in such a condition of mind he did not appear to 
be aware what course would meet your ap- 
proval. You then said you | 

WANTED TO KNOW ALL, 
and that, if he made full confession and restored 
what property he had left, he would be released. 
and not otherwise. Having heard that Mr. Jonn 
Keily, the Comptroller, had had an interview 
with you about the same time, I called upon him, 
and learned you haa made about the same state- 
ment to him, and, being impressed by Kelly with 
his belief that you were sincere in your promise, 
I get to work immediately with Tweed to propose 
a statement of his offer. In spite of your assur- 
ance, Tweed was in doubt as whether you intended 
ood faith, and this uncertainty was not lessened 
ö the apparent intimacy still kept up by you with 
ryant. 
TWEED TO BRYANT. 
On the 5th April he telegraphed Tweed as fol- 


ows:

And on the following day as follows:

„Buckingham and Duke, as Lam informed 
by Tweed, were the words intended to designate 
you, the Buckingpam Hotel being your head- 
quarters when in town, and Duke referred to 
you as the Duke of Buckingham. 

On the 8 . he sent to Tweed a telegram, 
of,which the following is a copy: 

en UNioxn Hore, 2 Tonk. April 11, 
1877.—T7o Lute Grant, 70 Ludlow street: Up 
to-night and down to-morrow night, with some- 
thingconclusive. (Signed) Gand UNION. 

In preparing the statement of T'weed's offer, I 
labored under difficulties. I was not familiar with 
the actions or surroundings of the Ring of which 
Tweed had been a member, and from time and im- 
prisonment his memory, unless refreshed, was not 
ax clear as it had been in regard to subjects about 
which he might be expected to give evidence. It 
was important that when the statement was 

resented to youit would not appear as though 
Tweed was holding back anything, and I knew 
from observation of him he bad no intention of 
doing so. To make certain that nothing of mo- 
ment had been omitted, 1 called upon Jonn Kelly 
on the evening of the 14th of April, and read to 
him such portions of the statement as would ena- 
ble him to judge whether it was 

SUFFICIENTLY COMPREHENSIVE. 

Kelly could think of no subject at the time which 
had not been inserted, and I started for Albany on 
the morning of the 16th. On the 17th of April I 

resented the statement to you in your office in Al- 
— but before doing so l exacted from you the 

romlee that, in case you did not consider that 

weed had complied with nis promise, you would 
return the statement to me, and would not permit 
a copy of any part of it to be made. I at firet in- 
sisted. that no one but yourself should use the 
statement, but to this you would not consent; but 
you assured me it woald be sacred to all eyes but 
those of Samuel J. Tilden and your father, whom 
you designated your advisers. As I thou ht you 
— aavieers: I assented to this, and, with the 
understanding that if your pledges were in an 
way broken Tweea should be releaséd, we parte 

in order to refresh your memory, and in order 
that the public may erstand what Tweed really 
offered, the following is a copy of the prelade to 
or beginning of his statement:

TWBED’S LETTER TO O’CONOR. 

In writing the letter which he did on the 6th of 
December last to Charles O’Conor, believing him 
to be at the time in fall charge of what are known 
as Hing suits, Tweed was fully ee of the 
fact that he thereby committed himself fully to the 
most i and exhaustive statement of his 
connection with Ring matters, shoald such demand 
be made upon him. as a condition of his release. 
Tweed has been given to understand by the Attor- 
mey General that under no other condition can he 
be released from imprisonment. He accepte the 
situation, and intends to comply, as he thinks he 
hae fuliy-done, with the demond so made; but he 
holds himself entirely willing to disclose any and 
every other matter which may at present have es- 
caped his remembrance, if his attention is called to 
the subject. 


TWEED’S MENTAL CONDITION. 

For years Tweed has borne the burden of mental 
and 22 unishment which others, with equal 
justice, should have shared, and 2 men u 
he might well have succumbed it. Up to thu 
time no arguments could induce him to break the 
silence which from the first he has kept. He is 
now an old man, suffering from disease, which his 
imprisonment but aggravates, and he sadly needs 
rest from the mental strain to which he has so long 
been subjected. From his former companions in 
crime he feels himeelf isolated. whom 
looked — as friends in his palmy days, and for 
whose offenses he has silently suffered, have not 
only held themselves aloof from him, but some

LOUDEST IN THEIR DENURNCIATIONS 
of im. Tweed asks nothing further from them. 
He will recognize no further claim they make upon 
him for silence.

TWEED AND THE RAILROADS. 

Before I left Aloany, and on the 17th of April, 
one of your warm political and social friends and a 
State officer suggested to me, among other things, 
that Tweed should make a statement in regard to 
his connection, while in the Senate, with the two 
leading railroad corporations in this state, and also 
of any corrupt dealings he had bad with two gentie- 
men (naming them),—one a Democrat, who has 
held the highest position in the State, and the 
other a Republican, who bas for many years been 
considered one of the ablest adviscrs in his 
party. I immediately returned to New York and 
questioned Tweed upon-the subjects suggested, and 
on the LSth returned to Albany, bearing with me 
statements in reference tothe railroad corporations 
referred to, and which were not very flattering to 
the moral character of the managers at that time, 
together with Twerd's statement that he 

KNEW NOTHING DEROGATORY 

to the character of either of the gentlemen referred 
to. Since learning that your father, wno you had 
designated to me as one of your advisers, had been 
counsel to one of those corporations at the time 
Tweed was inthe Senate, and that Tilaen, your 
other adviser, had been counsel for the other, it 
has occurred to me since the retarn by you of the 
statement that a false step perhaps was taken in 
making any remarks in reference to those 8, 
and I have taought too that perhaps Tweed's 
failure to impart evidence which would smirch 
the reputation of these gentiemen might have 
a further tendency to injure him in his appeais. I 
do not conceive that it would be proper in me, 
even if Tweed assented, to make public — 2 
this letter the names of persons implicated by 
Tweed in the statement which yon returned. A 
large number of men of ali grades of social life, 
as well asof both er. parties, were mentioned. 
and I would be willing to have it submitted to any 
lawyer of position who was unbiased in any way, 
if, upon Tweed's showing, a very large amount of 
money coald not readily be restored to the city 
from them alone. 

As this letter is intended simply as a review of 
your action in the matter, it will be sufficient for 
ine to set forth the subjects generally about which 

TWEED OFFERED TO GIVE EVIDENCE. 

First, be offered to prove, and did set forth in 
detail, how and ander what circumstances the 
Ring had its origin, of whom it was composed, 
their re ative position towards each other, and the 
manner in which the stolen money was divided 
among them, giving the percentages to each; how 
the money was raised which was used to effect cor- 
rupt legislation, and who took part init; the man- 
ner in which heads of Departments in thie city con- 
nived with them to raise money to influence legis- 

ation, and how, by certification of bills against 

e city, for which they received little or no con- 
sideration, these heads of Departments were reim- 
bursed; the names of persons who represented the 
different members of the King in the business of 
receiving their individual shares of the stealings; 
and he oifered to prove that most of the persons 
who. presented bilis at that time were cntirely 
cognizant of the frauds and joined in them. 
as corrooorating this statement he set forth 

A LARGE NUMBBR OF CHECKS 
and notes, many of them of very large amount 
which were made or indorsed by himself or other 
members of the Ring or their representatives. 

Sedond— lle detailed the workings of the Ring in 
the former Board of Supervisors, giving the names 
of the members, and also the names of the persons 
who prepared bills against the city, many of which 
had no foundation whatever; also setting forth the 
names of firms and departments who were special 
favorites with the diflerent members of the Ring. 
with whom business was done in a fraudulent 
manner. In corroboration of this statement he eet 
forth for your inspection copies of a large number 
of checks made in payment to different members of 
the Ring or their representatives, and indorsed by 
them, 

/'‘nird—He gave the names of a large number of 
members of the State Legislature with whom he 
had corrupt dealings during his four years in the 
Senate, and verified this statement by checks. 

Fourth—He named several lobbyists tarough 
whom, in many instances directly, and by whose 
advice generaliy the Ring controlled the actions of 
members of the State Legislature during his four 
years in the Senate, and how the services of these 
men were compensated, either by money or place 
in public offices of tne city. In corroboration of 
this statement he set forth a large number of 
checks of large amounts made by him, and in many 
instances indorsed by them. 

u He set forth in detail his know] in 
regard to several very large suits whicn are at iesue 
against the city involving milions of dollars and 
pronounced them to be fraudulent. He gave the 
names of persons who would corroborate his evi- 
dence if they were communicated with and immu- 
nity was promised them. 

AA lie offered nis own testimony. and stated 
where corroborative evidence of it could be had, 

inst the corporations known as the Neu 
York, Printing Company. 
ing Stationers and ranscript Association, 
all of wnich he declared to be systematically or- 
ganized and controlled for the purpose of deftaud- 
ing the city, and which did obtain millions of 
money through fraud and deceit, that was distrib- 
uted among 4 large number of people, comprising 
the Ring and ite adherents. 

Sevenih—He ect forth bow, when, and for what 
purposes the then managers of a great railroad in 
this State oecame a united interest, and what ef- 
fects were produced by euch combination, not only 
pecuniarily, out as affecting the management of ail 
railroads, the influence on courts, the pollution of 
the Legislature and politics of the State. 

Highth—By illustration he showed how politics 
in this city were controlled by a combination of 
corrupt men, who traded with each other for elec- 
TT office of persons, regardless of the public 
wea 

Ninth—He was the recognized agent for another 
great railroad in the State for a time while he was 
a State Senator, and he set forth the manner in 
which corrupt legislation was obtained by him for 
that corporation, and the name of the lobbyist 
through whom it was mainly effected. 

Jenih—He furnished the complete schedule of 
all his real estate, whether held in his own name 
or by others for him, since 1868 of 1869, settin 
forth the date of its acquisition, the cost price o 
each separate piece, the parties from whom pur- 
chased and to whom transferred, and the consider- 
ation received by him on sale.

for years 
became greatly aggravated, and his medical 
viser wrote me to the effect that, unless the in- 
tense strain upon his nervous system produced by 
his anxiety in waiting for your decision should 
soon be removed, he would not answer for the re- 
sult. His family were disheartened by your ac- 
tion, and those who took any interest in his wel- 
fare busied themselves in rehearsing to him all the 
uncomfortable rumors which were afloat. Fora 
time I busied myself in 1 the return of the 
checks and papers which your friend Bryant had 
obtained for you from Tweed, and it was not until 
the Ist of May that I secured them. On the 14th 
of May, discouraged by your conduct, I called 
upon you in Albany at your office, and presented 
a medical certiticate of Tweed's condition of 
health, and almost entreated you, as a matter of 
common charity, to render your decision in one 
way or the other, and thas relieve Tweed of his 
anxicty. You were 
PERFECTLY INDIFFERENT, 
and apparentiy as much surprised at my applica- 
tion as you would be if asked to accept a renomi- 
nation to your office. I soon learned that all my 
efforts to enlighten you by gending to you the 
printed cases of Tweed had been useless, for you 
both astonisned and gratified me by informing me 
ou had sent the whole statement to Peckham in 
New York for his consideration, and that you 
would be guided in your decision by his advice and 
the advice of Mr. Whitney, our Corporation Coun- 
sel. I was astonished at the manner in which vou 
had ignored your promise to me that Tweed should 
be Teleased if the statement was shown to any one 
but your advisers, Tilden and your father, and I 
was gratified that at last the matter was to be in- 
vestigated by efficient gentlemen. 

On the 3d of April Sweeney notified you in the 
public prints that he was here to try his cause, and 
was ready to try it, and that he was not negotiat- 
ing or attempting to negotiate any compromise, 
and intimated that rumors to that effect might be 
hostile to an impartial trial.

Business among the banks was neither better 
nor worse than it has been. The complaints about 
a reduction of deposits are exceptional. The gen- 
eral condition is one of stationariness as far as 
they are concerned.

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to reguiarcustomers. On the street, the usual varia- 
tions on bank rates are made.

THE POPULAR LOAN. 

The refusal of the Syndicate to extend the period 
for popular subscriptions to the 4 per cents till 
July 1 will havea perceptible effect in limiting 
the amount that will de taken. The lst of July is 


tho date to which interest is calculated on deposits 


by all the savings banks in the country, and on 
that day deposits can be withdrawn without losing 
amy accrued interest. The New York savings 
banks are now limited by law to 5 per cent inter- 
est on deposits. and the same limitation has been 
self-imposed by a large number of savings banks 
in this State and in others. As all these deposiu are 
‘subject to taxation at the rate of 2 or more percent 
@ year, it is evident that a considerable share of the 
permanent savings banks deposits would be likely 
to be withdrawn and invested in so good a security 
as a thirty-year 4 per cent coin bond of the 
United States. But to do 80, the action of the 
Syndicate makes it necessary to lose half or quarter 
of a year’s interest, and a great many persone will 
be unable to make up their minds to de this. 
THE “ POPULAR LOAN ”’ IN 1565. 

Thirty days, of which twenty remain, have been 
given the people in which to subscribe to the 4 per 
cent. The 7-30 loan, the only one ever success - 
fully presented in the United States to the public, 
was open from August, 1864, till May, 1865. The 
rate of interest was then not actually much higher 
than 4 per cent is now. But the bonds 
were taken for six months at the rate 
of a million dollarsaday. Atter the Secretary of 
the Treasury had disposed of 3130. 000, 000 he 
placed-the management of the loan in the hands of 
Jay Cooke & Co. This firm placed 8700. 000, 000, 
ut the rate of $5,000,000 a day for the whole 
period it was under their control. On the last 
week the subscriptions averaged $16. 000, 000 a day. 
The policy Secretary Sherman is pursuing has al- 
ready removed any possibility that his administrg- 
tion of the Treasury will be rendered remarkable 
by any similar brilliant financial achievement. 

THE LONDON CLEARING-HOUSE. 

The returns of the London Clearing-Uouse for 
ecveral years past, which we published a short time 
ago, exhibit more than a mere decline in business. 
The every-day business of the Clearing- House, 
reflecting general trade, has decreased heavily. 
but the greatest falling off is noticed in the opera- 
tions of the Stock Exchange settling days. This 
proves that the greatest diminution of values and 
of transactions has been on the Stock Exchange. 
that isto say, in speculation. The Clearing- House 
returns for May amount to 81, 841, 495, 000, against 
$1, 890, 335, 000 in May of last year, —a decrease of 
abeat $50, 000, 000. 

A FRENCH DECISION ON “ OPTIONS.” 

The Court of Appeal of Paris has recently de- 
livered an opinion on the legality of options 
in transactions on the Bourse. The Court laid 
down two principles: 
be gale at option for the account of a security 
negotiable on the Bourse does not necessarily im- 
ply that itisa gambiing transaction, or that the 
right of the purchaser to execate the contract, or 
to cancel it on abandoning the forfeit, forms a con- 
dition of a nature to vitiate the convention; it is

of the parties, and to declare null and 
void the contract for option when not to be fol- 
lowed by the delivery of the security bought or 
sold, and to be settled Only by the payment of a 
difference, and to declare it valid if concluded by 
the parties, or by one only, with the serious 
intention to carry it out. 

GOLD IN THE TREASURY. 

The $108, 137, 083. 33 gold in the Treasury, ac- 
cording to the last debt statement, is not, as has 
been mistakenly asverted, available for the pur- 
poses of resumption. There is owed of it $45, - 
407, 500 on coin certificates; $14,894,300 must be 
held to pay bonds that have been called and may 
be presented at any moment; $7, 706,113.04 is 
due as interest not yet called for. The ‘*‘ accrned 
interest, “ not yet due, amounts to $26, 786, 916. 87. 
Subtracting these items leaves out $13, 342, 253. 16 
that the Treasury can callitsown. If the accrued 
interest be as amply provided for by the 
future receipts of gold, the balance of gold avail- 
abe for the purposes of the Treasury would be 
$40, 129, 170. G3. 

CANCELING LEGAL-TENDERS. 

The Boston Commercial Bulletin argues against 
the power ef Secretary Sherman to retire green- 
backs for resumption purposes. It quotes the 
law of Feb. 4, 1868, which reads as fellows: 
the authority of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to make any reduction of the currency by retiring 
or canceting United States notes shall be and is 
hereby suspended.” ‘rhe subsequent authorization 
to cancel greenbacks to the extent of 80 per cent 
of our Nationa! Bank currency is construed to mod- 
ify the law of 1868 only so far as it does so in ex- 
press terms, and is not held to revive the right, 
if it ever existed, to cancel legal-tenders indefi- 
nitely. Paes 

DOUBLE INTEREST FOR TUR SYNDICATE.

It is thought by some that the recent 
better demand to fill shorts in provisions is based 
upon the fear that the corn crop will be short, 
and that hogs will, therefore, be higher than now. 

The leading produce markets were irregular yes- 
terday, with fair activity, in most departments. 
Provisions were stronger. Grain tended down- 
wards, being very weak early, but the tone 
changed on the receipt of reports that British con- 
sole were lewer and that it was raining to the 
northward, while the local conditions portended 
storm. There was a good shipping 

demand for corn, some of it to 80 
to New York to fill sales already 
made for August delivery. Outside of this the 
trading wes mostly for futures, and local to a large 
extent. We note that the ‘‘visible supply of 
wheat was materially: reduced during last week, 
and is now very small; but wheat is coming for- 
ward a little more freely. 

In dry-goods circles only a light business was in 
progress, though as much was doing as in past 
seasons at a corresponding period. The market 
continues to gain in firmness, and a general ad- 
vance a little further along in the season is among 
the probabilities. The grocery market was with- 
out radical change in any of its features. During 
the present week trade has shown steady improve- 
ment. and, should the demand continue to increase, 
as now seems probable, prices of the leading articles 
will very likely develop increased strength. An 
advance in sugars is momentarily expected, and 
coffees, rice, and teas are also firmly held. There 
was an active fish trade at slightly easier prices for 
saltwater descriptions. 

Dried fruits were generally quiet and valucs were 
unchanged. Butter continued active at about pre- 
vious quotations. Cheese was dull and declining. 
In the leather market only a light business was in 
progress, and some lines of stock were offered at a 
redaction from previous quotations. Bagging, 
coal, and wood remained ag before. Oils were 
quiet, and for carbon and turpentine the market 
was easier, the latter declining 1c. 

The lumber market was again rather dull, and 
cargoes were easy, piece-stuff being 250 per 1,000 
ftlower. Atthe yards trade is not very brisk. 
Drugs and chemicals were in fair demand ana 
steady, excepting opium, which has again declined 
in consequence of large offerings by r pecula- 
who are anxious ta sell out. The 
wool market was firm, and about 
as active asthe offerings would admit. The re- 
ceipts continue moderate. Broom-corn and seeds 
were quiet and firm. No. 1 timothy hay was in 
request for shipment, and other grades and praine 
were quiet but firmly held in anticipation of a bet- 
ter local demand, the receipts of loose hay having 
fallen off.

Rates on provisions by lake and canal were 
quoted at 15¢ per 100 Ibs to New York. 

Rail freighte were dull, but nominally steady at 
former rates. To New York 30c per 100 We on 
grain, and 45c on boxed meats; To Boston, Port- 
land, and Providence, 35c on grain and 50c on pro- 
visions. To interior New England points, 35c on 
grain. Provisions to Baltimore, 42c, and to Phila- 
delphia, 43c. To Montreal, 25c on grain and 350 
on provisions. ‘*Fourth-class’’ rated 10c above 
grain. 

The clearances of corn from New York for Europe 
during the week ending June 13 are given in-the 
Produce Exchange Weekly a8 1,678,341 bu. This 
is about 1,000,000 bu more than the aggregate of 
the cargoes named, and the extra million is proba- 
bly a typographical error. It is difficult to insure 
uniform accuracy in figures printed, but it does 
seem as if errors of that kind occur a little oftener 
than is necessary.

A letter from Belfast. Ireland, dated June 8, 
contains the following interesting information: 

The abundance of maize available has exceeded our 
utmost anticipations, and the arrest in consumption 
has also quite taken usin. Almost every miller here 
has a large stock of meal, while at same time last year 
it was difficult toget enough. One reporta 3,000 bags 
on hand, and others in proportion! Now who can fore- 
see two such facts as your ability to supply any quan- 
tity and our inability totake that, even, without any 
other country’s contribution? Again. however, al- 
though corn went up to 30.4326. after the first rush of 
selling, at these figures there was no possibility of mak- 
ing any further progress in that way. A London house 
was besieced by its customers 80 resell their purchases, 
but found it impvuasible, and very little changed hands 
betwixt s and 268 when once it began to drop. An 
Eastern merchant is reported to have sald that. had the 
Danube continued open, he thought that corn would 
have sold down to 20s per quarter.

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THE PEERLESS’ LOG. 

The Clerk of the Peerless says: Left Hancock 
on her trip down at midnight on the 15th. The 
prop Manistee was at Houghton. A fog arising in 
the Portage River compelled us to lie by for the 
balance of the night, so that we did not reach Mar- 
quette until noon of the 16th. Left Marquette on 
the afternoon of the day following. Touched at 
Onota and Munising to complete the cargo. The 
echr America was at Munising loading timber. 
Arrived at the canal at noon of the 18th. In pass- 
ing through the canal the water suddenly ran out, 
leaving the steamer on the bottom for about ten 
minutes, when it as suddenly raised to the level 
and floated her off. Daring the forenooh of the 
18th there was considerable excitement at Sault 
Ste. Marie Caused by a tidal wave, which swept the 
water back into Lake Superior (the water 
falling about four feet), leaving vessels in 
the canal. aground, and affording a dry 
pathway across the rapids to the opposite shore, 
an opportunity of which many availed themselves 
to walk where man had never walked before, at 
least not within the recollection of the oldest 
inhabitant.’

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GEN. M’ARTHUR. 
HIS EXAMINATION BY THE ASSIGNEE. 

The last has not been heard of Gen. McArthur's 
voluntary bankruptcy. The attorneys forthe As- 
signee, Messrs. Ela & Parker. after laboring over 
assets, are firm in the belief that the creditors are 
entitled to an interest in a certain $35,000 which, 
they virtually contend, came from the Post- 
Office, but which Gen. McArthur says he 
borrowed and put into his iron busi- 
ness. These same inquisitive attornéAs believe an 
explanation is necessary of the rather peculiar way 
in which this $35,000 appears as an investment to 
Gen. McArthur's credit on the boc ks. The amount 
was invested: in various sums from time to time 
during the course of two years, so Gen. McArthur 
claims, but was never entered up until after the 
squaring up of the books last January, the maiter 
being carried along on memorandums, from which 
the bookkeeper finally made his entries. The at- 
torneys look atit in a somewhat different light. 
They ate very much inclined to the opinion that 
this $35,000 never went into the fron business at 
all, but that it has been laid away, and that when 
the General saw.that bankruptcy was inevitable he 
entered it up as an investment on his books. They 
claim thet the books do not show that the $35, 000 
has ever been used in the iron business, and, taking

and $35,000. The first-named amount he had got- 
her by sales of property, money taken 
is salary as Postmaster, etc., while the 
$35, 000 was borrowed money. He refused to say 
where he ebtained this loan. His son had sold 
some lots and put in $4,000, which stood to his 
credit op the books. The sum of $20,000 out of 
the $40,000 was realized out of certain business 
transactions, the natare of, which he declined to 
state, and was put into the business in 1874. Gen. 
McArthur explained the way he had of giving his 
bookkeeper, K. N. Ford, memorandums of his 
investwents,--not at the time those invest- 
ments were made, but afterwards, sometimes 
considerably afterwards,—from which memoran- 
dums Fora made the proper entries in his books. 
For instance, this $35,000 was made up of various 
items invested at different times, but not entered 
on the books until the close of the year, when they 
were lumped together from memorandums, and 
credited to Gen. McArthur on his investment. Lle 
explained this plan by saying that he was trying to 
sell an interest to pay this money back, and that 
he didn’t want it to appear on the books in the 
meantime. He did not regard it, he said, asa 
permanetzt investment. He had not recovered 
any of this $35,000. In answer to a question 
from Judge Ela, if there was not $9,000 ahead 
at the tinje of the squaring up last January, the 
General said the balance, accurding to his recollec- 
tion, was only a few hundred dollars. Judge Ela 
then asked him if he had not paid several notes just 
afterwards, to which the General replied that he 
had not; that these notes were paid ats prior date, 
but were not entered up until some time in Febru- 
ary. Judge Ela was also somewhat inquisitive 
about Gen. McArthur’s connection with the Home 
National Bank, but all the information he could 
get was that the General had $5,000 ttock'in the 
bank, af which he sold $4,500 worth, 
and that this. $4,500 went to pay what- 
ever it was deposited as collateral for. 
The Genera! declined to answer the question 
whether he had paid cash or given his notes for this 
stock in the Home National. His refusals were 
noted, and he was given time to think the matter 
over, under the idea that he would see the pro- 
priety of answering the questions. 
MR. DAVID M. FORD, 
the Superintendent of the iron-works and brother 
he bookkeeper, was then examined. He eaid 
he }ooked over the books and had general super- 
vigion of the works. From the books it appeared 
that McArthur had put in $8, 995 for 1875, and that 
there was a small profit to his credit, and that iu 1870 
he was credited with an investment of $1, 042.25, 
with a profit of $2,840.71. Ford declined to 
say in What form these investments were made. 
He knew that McArthur was putting in mcney 
from time te time, but he did not credit it up until 
McArthur gave’ him those memorandums. For 
this manner of doing business he had nv explana- 
tion to make. Notes were paid with moncy in the 
safe, from the proceeds of other notes which nad 
been discounted, etc. McArthur sometimes put 
money into the safe, but witness could not say 
where itcame from. Once in 1875 Gen. McArthur 
put in $122,850.73, which went into the loan ac< 
count on the ledger, inasmuch as it was regarded 
as only a temporary investment, to be drawn out 
again by McArthur. The witness explained at 
some length the lumping together of various sums 
taken from the memorandums: and finally cred- 
ned to McArthur. He did not know of any 
money paid out that which sppeared 
on the cas h- book. He was questioned 
at considerable length with regard to Gen. Me- 
Arthur's connection with the Home National, but 
his explanations did not throw any additional light 
on that subject. 
Gen. McArthar here signified his willingness to 
answer that question about his 
HOME NATIONAL BANK STOCK. 
The pee was repeated, and he replied that he 
got his note for $5, discounted at the bank, and 
paid for the stock in that way, He sold his stock 
from time to time with the exception of $500, and 
had his notes renewed for the balances. This $500 
stock was enumerated in his schedule. Gen. Me- 
Afthur wag asked to explain how it happened that 
he was credited on his bank-book with sundry 
items which his cash-book did not show that 
he had checked out in the busiress. He 
did not seem to be very clear on this point, 
having no explanation to advance except that these 
credits had something to do with the sales of his 
stock and the renewing of those notes. Gen. Mc- 
Arthur was also questioned as to his transactions 
with Thomas Tilley and ex-Ald. Richardson, and 
said that he had indorsed notes for them simply by 
way of accommodation to raise money, and with- 
out any valuable consideration. 
The investigation will be resumed this morning,

RESIGNED. 
THE INDICTED ON THE WAR-PATH. 

The county contractors and Cammissioners who 
were indicted the other day are talking about car- 
rying the war into Africa, and making things live- 
ly for the persons who prosecuted them. It is 
hard to tell how far they are in earnest in what 
they say. One would sometimes conclude, from 
the earnestness with whichthey speak, that they 
were sincere’; and at another time would come to 


the conclusion that they were.simply whistling to 
keep their courage up. The plan which is talked 
over is a rather ingenious one. It isto take the 
pervonal- property returns forthe last year made 
by the members of the recent special Grand Jury, 
which were presumably sworn to, endeavor as 
far as possible tw verify them, and, if 
they fall short of the real value of the personal 
property of the jurors, then to go before the pres- 
ent Grand Jury and endcavor to have these gentle- 
men indicted for making false returns of their 
property. There are some cases where these 
would be a prima facie case of perjury, wulle, as a 
matter of fact, no wrong had been committed. It 
is very often the case that an Assessor tells a man 
to put down his property at a half of its real value, 
insomuch as the State Board of Equalization will 
be pretty apt to double it. As for the vath which 
is taken to these personal-property lists, it is 
very much of an empty form, and in 
most cases no oath at all is taken, the blanks being 
filled up by the Deputy-Assessor, who writes in 
nawes, descriptions, and everything else. 

But even if the indicted ones were to attempt to 
carry out their plans, and were to collect informa- 
tion on which an effort might be macé to secure an 
indictment, itis doubtful whether it would avail 
them anything, at least at present. The Grand 
Jury now in session 
DOES NOT INTEND TO LISTEN TO ANY COM- 

PLAINTS 
whatever. It will give its entire attention to the 
jail cases, of which there are about 200 on hand, 
and which are being 
the exemplary 
a day. ’ 
through with, the Grand Jury will be discharged. 
There nas been of late vears altogether too much 
of this business of carrying complaints before 
Grand Juries. Those oodies have been used for 
the purpose of collecting debta, of blackening 
character, of serving the purpose of private re- 
venge. It has been found that a complaint which 
would be dismissed summarily if brought to trial 
before a Justice of the Peace would be sufficient 
before a Graud Jury to secure an indictment, and 
put an enemy to the mortification 
and expense or a trial in the Crim- 
mal Court; at the same time that the 
Grand Jury was occupied with business which 
should not nave come before it, and the legitimate 
business of the Court was obstructed by these 
tramped-up charges. The vresent State’s- Att r- 
ney and his Assistant moved in this matter some 
time ago by limiting to two days the time during 
which complaints should be presented, deeming zt 
best, except in cases of extreme urgency, that a 
person who considered himself aggneved should 
begin his case before a Justice of the Peace, by 
whom a preliminary examination could be made. 
This has tended to cut off a quantity of malicious 
persecutions, and the 1 determination that 
the present Grand Jury shall hear no complaints 
will be an effectual barrier in the way of the County 
King's attempting to come back on the people who 
were compelied to indict them. 

There are various other persons whom the indict- 
ed ones talk of going for in the same manner. 
Some of the witnesses against them are, it is alleg- 
ed, to be brought up with a-short turn. But they 
will find the same difficulty in the way of following 
them that that they will in their effort to teach the 
late Grand Jurors, they cannot get into the Granda 
Jury room. There will beau special Grand Jury 
next month, however, and perhaps the Commis- 
sioners will have an opportunity to go before it, — 
not, however, as accusers, but as accused.

The case of Omar Bushnell, an attorney, in- 
dicted for failing to pay over to a client a sum of 
money collected, occupied the Criminal Court most 
of the time yesterday. He was acquitted, of 
course. Next week several similar cases will be 
tried. in which a different result is confidently ex- 
pected. If the lower courts cannot reach such 
cases, it is about time that the Supreme Court set 
about revoking a few licenses. 


A man named Wagner, who 7: out an existence 
around the Justices’ courts, got into an altercation 
with Gas Busse, an employe in the County Clerk's 
office, yesterday, and fora few moments it was 
hard to tell who was on top, or who would have 
the blackest eyes when the knock-down argument 
was yn with. Nothing is known of the 
merits of the affair, or of who was to blame. The 
fracas occurred in one of the County Clerk's 
rooms, and was disgraceful to all concerned. When 
Gen. Lieb's attention was called to it he promptly 
dismissed Busse, however, and the public are as- 
sured that their interests will not suffer thereby. 


The Journdt folks were around yesterday look - 
ing up their defense in the McNeil libel suit. One 
of its representatives was in consultation with the 
Assistant State's Attorney, and learned from him 
that an indictment had been drawn in blank, in- 
tended to be filled with McNeil’s name, and that 
that gentleman only mo ay indictment for per- 
jury on a legal quibble in his Court- House contract.

An accident occurred in the Jail yesterday at 
noon which may result in the death of a prisoner 
named Condit Bonner, who is serving six months 
for vagrancy. He was on the elevator assisting in 
conveying a cargo of soup and potatoes from the 
kitchen to the jail proper for distribution, and 
the elevator-rope breaking, he became frightened, 
and tried to jump out. He was caught by the ma- 
chine in the attempt, and when extricated was 
thought to be dead, but he soon partially revived.

EVANSTON UNIVERSITY. 
MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

The Board of Trustees of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity met in adjourned session in the chapel hail 
of the University at 10 o’clock yesterday morning.
